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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4, 8-14, and 28-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, as stated in the previous action, the prior art fails 

to teach or suggest that the shaft of the solder tip is journalled in a bearing housing and 
where the depth into which the solder tip is pressed down is determined by the total 
weight of the solder tip and the shaft and by the friction in the bearing housing. 

Regarding independent claim 28, as stated in the previous action, the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest that the shaft is provided with a compression spring whereby 
the depth into which the solder tip is pressed down is determined by the total weight of 
the solder tip, the shaft and the compression spring, the friction in the bearing housing 
plus the compression of the compression spring. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
